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PHILLIPS OPENS NEXT WEEK 


Full Registration of More Than Six Hundred Promises 
Successful Year—Two New Houses Available to 
Accommodate Additional Students 


Phillips academy will open next week with 
an enrollment well over 600 and promising 
to exceed that of last year. Their number 
include boys from all over the United 
States, particularly from the West, as_well as 
several foreign countries. Lawrence deGive, 
son of Henry L. deGive, the Belgian consul 
to this country, is among their number. 

Two additional houses have been made 
available for dormitory purposes. The 
house at 67 Bartlet street recently owned by 
John E. Sullivan has been purchased fot 
occupancy by Charles Salisbury of Lawrence, 
P. A. ’95. Mr. Salisbury’s son, Arnold H. 
Salisbury, is entering the academy this year 
and there will be accommodations in the 
home for eight other students. The Haywood 
house on Phillips street, occupied by Henry 
S. Hopper, and until recently by Mr. and 
Mrs. R. J. McCoubrie and family, has been 
thoroughly renovated. Mr. and Mrs. Hopper 
will occupy the apartment on the ground 
floor, leaving room for six students on the 
upper floor. There will also be marked 
improvements ,in the surrounding grounds 
including terraces, hedges and other planting. 

The most notable addition promised to the 
material equipment of Phillips academy is 
the million dollar auditorium to be known 
as George Washington hall, the foundations 
for which are already under way. The 
contractor is the Starrett company of New 
York and it is hoped that the building will be 
completed at the opening of the school in 
September, 1926. A detailed story of the 
plans for this building has previously been 
given in these columns. 

Only five new names have been added to 
the faculty. Alan Blackmer will teach 
English and also coach basketball. He was 
graduated from Williams with the Class of 
1924, Phi Beta Kappa, and took his Master’s 
degree at the University of Chicago in 1925. 

Robinson Shepard, P. A. 1915, Harvard 
1920, will be the assistant in chemistry and 
teach some courses in mathematics. Mr. 
Shepard’s course at Harvard was interrupted 
by the World War. He served in the Field 
Signal Battalion and also spent some time in 
post armistice work. Since graduating from 
Harvard he has been engaged in business in 
Franklin, N.—H. 

Josiah T. Phinney, a graduate of Yale, 
has been chosen as a teacher of mathematics. 
He taught last year at the high school in 
Greenfield.

Andover from Groton, will teach Latin. He 
was graduated from Bowdoin with the Class 
of 1923 in which he held a high rank.

SMITH & DOVE STRIKE. HANGS FIRE 


Strikers Vote Not to Accept Concessions Granted by 
Management and Not to Return to Work on 
Next Monday Morning 


In spite of what is considered by many of 
the Smith & Dove strikers as a fair and 
reasonable answer to their demands, the 
failure of the management to meet those 
demands to the letter, especially in regard to 
the ‘‘ten percent for all workers,’ has up 
to the present time prevented an amicable 
settlement of their difficulties. 

Ata meeting of the strikers lasting nearly 
two and one half hours held yesterday 
afternoon in Fraternal hall following a 
conference between the strike committee and 
Treasurer Bodwell in the morning, a secret 
ballot was taken, resulting in an overwhelm- 
ing vote again returning to work on the 
terms offered. It is said that less than 200 
of the 450 strikers were present and voting 
at the meeting. It is expected that another 
meeting will be held on Sunday afternoon 
when it is hoped that -a much larger and 
more fairly representative gathering will 
assemble. 

A report of the conference between the 
strikers and the management held the 
previous forenoon was given by what was 
termed the members of the “hand-picked” 
committee at a general meeting held in 
Fraternal hall last week Friday. All the 
members as they were called upon to speak, 
were unanimous in expressing the opinion 
that Treasurer Bodwell had listened pa- 
tiently to their grievances as told in turn by 
members of the various departments ex- 
pressing his interest in many conditions in 
the mill that had not previously been brought 
to his notice, and assuring them that they 
would receive his personal attention. He 
also promised, they said, that the wages of 
those receiving the smaller amounts of pay 
would be increased. 

As the members of the committee which 
made these statements did not officially 
represent the strikers as organized, no 
action was taken on their report. 

The original strike committee as chosen at 
the meeting held on the Playstead the first 
week of the strike was discharged, the general 
opinion being that it was too large to carry 
on negotiations efficiently. A new committee 
with one representative from each- depart- 
ment was then chosen by acclamation. The 
work outlined for this new strike committee 


J | was to draw up a set of demands which,:when 


approved at a general meeting of the stitkers, 
were to be presented in writing to the mill 
management by a committee of five chosen 
from the larger committee. 

The demands were drawn up and delivered 
to the management on Tuesday morning of 
this week by the following chosen group: 
William Snyder, Stuart Frazer, Mrs. Gertrude 
Chick, Amos Henault, and Mrs. Anne Ness. 

Yesterday a letter was received from 
Treasurer Bodwell, accompanying a draft 
of the strikers demands with each, several 
complaints individually answered, Mr 
Bodwell’s letter and: the» \

| A Word for the Indian from Warren K. 


Moorehead 


The following interesting statement by 
Prof. Warren K. Moorehead of the Depart- 
ment of Archaeology of Phillips Academy is 
taken from the Boston Transcript of August 
29. 

To the Editor of the Transcript: 

I am sorry to see in your columns that Rev. 
Rudolph Hertz is concerned about the 
Pueblos. I returned from New Mexico two 
weeks ago, where I was in conference with 
the Pueblo Lands Board (now sitting to 
obtain justice for the Indians against Mexi- 
can squatters), Government officials, friends 
of the Indians and Santa Fe people who have 
known these natives for many years. The 
best posted person with reference to Pueblo 
customs is Dr. F. W. Hodge of the Museum 
of the American Indian, formerly of the 
Bureau of Ethnology. Dr. Hodge told me 
he wearied of trying to set certain of our 
good uplifters straight with reference to the 
secret societies of the Pueblo. Persons who 
would not for an instant attribute sinister 
motives to the Masons or other fraternities 
among white people imagine all sorts of 
wickedness in the underground kivas because 
they cannot enter them. The late James 
Mooney of the Smithsonian had similar 
trouble with certain persons with reference 
| to Kiowa and Comanche cults. Mooney 
was removed from Oklahoma by force. T 
officially investigated the Oklahoma affair 
some years ago, and found that the conten- 
tions of Mooney were absolutely correct. 


We have taken practically everything 
from our Indians—lands, health, means of 
livelihood, and happiness. We now propose 
to control their ancient dances and secret 
societies. I was told both in New Mexico 
and Oklahoma that there is no ban placed 
upon the Indians attending motion picture 
shows, where they see their white brothers 
and sisters doing things that no self-re- 
specting Indian (in the ‘told days”) would 
countenance. Also, that the educated boys 
and girls take part in modern dances where 
partners are closely held—a thing that 
does not occur in the Indian dances, I 
have not attended Indian dances in recent 
years, but beginning with the Ghost Dance 
at Pine Ridge, South Dakota, in 1890, 
which T personally saw—and coming down 
to 1915, I have never in all my travels seen 
one of these pagan dances. Those who are 
familiar with conditions in our cities and 
at resorts claim that the average social 
dance among Christian Americans needs 
reformation vastly more than the ancient 
ceremonies of our Red brothers. A New 
Jersey judge—my guest ‘for some days 
last week—told me of conditions he had 
personally observed in Atlantic City. this 
year, and recommended that modern Sodom 
as a fruitful field for missionary labors! 


Human nature is the same—Indian or 
white. You will find a few “brothers” dur- 
ing every great benevolent order convention 
or assembly who cut up a little. So it is 
with Indians—young men may make sport 
of what are sacred things to the older people 
and they are disciplined. A young Pueblo 
assaulted an old Indian in one of the villages 
a few days ago. The old Indian was put in 
jail. The superintendent reversed the judg 
ment. The Government officials today are 
able and fair men. They won't permit 
real ‘‘pagan dances,” but also they do not 
intend to ‘take all the joy out of life.” 
Severe sickness, spread of trachoma, etce., 
has been caused by moving these Pueblos 
out of their cool and comfortable adobe 
houses into a strange environment. 

With the exception of Mr. Morrow and 
Father Ketcham of Oklahoma and Mr. 
Gillifillian of Minnesota, IT never knew any 
of the missionaries to put up a real and a 
man’s fight for the rights of the Indians. 
There have been several bishops of the 
Episcopal Church who strove to obtain a 
square deal for our wards, but I did not 
know them although I have their books.

Extension Notes 

Application for Extension Classes for 
women are being received at the office of the 
County Home Demonstration Agent.

Five pro- 
jects are offered to the homemakers: Gar- 
ment-making, millinery, study of foods, 
kitchen improvement, and household ac- 
‘ounts. 

Work carried in the garment-making and 
millinery classes needs little explanation as 
these have always been popular subjects. 
This year preparations have been made to 
organize work in children’s clothes and for 
advanced work renovation in garment- 
making and millinery. 

Those who feel the need of help in planning 
and preparing meals that will keep the family 
well and happy will be interested in the 
study of foods. This project consists of 
five meetings, when the time is divided be- 
tween the study of the best foods for the 
family and the actual preparation of meals. 

If one.is perplexed by the finances of the 
home, she will be interested in the household- 
account project. This consists of five meet- 
ings where the family budget is discussed. 

Is the kitchen poorly arranged? If so, 
the kitchen-improvement project will prove 
helpful. If any homemaker is interested to 
become a member of any of these projects, 
she may obtain information from her town 
chairman, or the home demonstration agent. 


The New Class 

Class room work was resumed on Tuesday, 
September 8, in the Agricultural and Home- 
making departments of the School. The new 
entering class in the agricultural department 
numbers fifty and is divided into three 
groups. The students come from every 
section of the county, nearly every town and 
city being represented by at least one. 

During the first week an interesting series 
of questions, problems, and contests will be 
worked out for the purpose of determining 
the extent of the student’s knowledge of 
agriculture upon entrance. 

In the Homemaking. department the girls 
will enter at once into the work of canning 
fruits and vegetables in addition to other 
school studies. 


Poultry Division Notes 

During the past month, work has pro- 
gressed satisfactorily on the two pens being 
added to the Amherst-type laying house. 
These pens are each 20x20 and will hold 
100 birds each, completing the plan started 
two years ago to remodel and enlarge the 
plant, giving it a capacity of 1000 layers. 

The roof of fireproof strip shingles has 
been laid, the walls boarded, the flooring 
completed, and the first coat 
applied. The building is now ready for the 
interior fixtures—dropping boards, roosts, 
nests, etc. 


Housing Pullets 

This past week, 175 Rhode Island Red 
Pullets which have matured on the range 
have been housed, being banded and blue- 
buttered first. These birds are in fine con- 
dition and are coming into laying nicely. 
At present, about 250 pullets are housed in 
their winter quarters; Reds, Barred Rocks, 
and White Leghorns, 


Mangels for the Layers 

The poultry division has purchased from 
the Farm Division a fine field of mangel- 
wurtzel beets, and as there are more than 
can-be used this winter, have started to feed 
them each day to the layers. By starting 
now, the benefit of the succulent leafy tops 
is obtained, Later cabbage will be fed and 
the balance of the beets kept for winter use. 
The Market Garden Division is growing 
the cabbage for the poultry plant. 


4-H Club Notes 

Preparations for the 4-H Club Exhibits at 
Topstield Fair are being made. The Junior 
exhibits are 980% 4-H Club Work, so when 
one looks over the boys’ and girls’ exhibits at 
Topsfield, it must be largely credited to this 
practical work. 

There will be an interesting 4-H Club | 
Exhibit as part of the school display. This 
will again bring to public notice that this

A 
human being can adjust himself to unusual 
conditions, a mechanical invention no matter 
how perfectly it runs in operation cannot do 

If the headlights are not focused correctly 
or give insufficient light by no process yet in 
use do they, of themselves, get back to 
normal. Poor light as well as too much light 
in the wrong place and at the wrong time is 
an accident hazard. Weak brakes or brakes 
out of adjustment leave the driver helpless 
in an emergency. The driver who ‘thumbs 
up” a loose nut because it is too much 
trouble to open his kit for a wrench, is taking 
a chance with one of the small, perhaps 
unimportant things, but which frequently 
lead to his taking the same chance when 
something of more importance shows up 
and he lets it go till he has more time. 

The man who takes the most pleasure and 
who gets the largest amount of business 
profit out of his car is usually the one who 
appreciates good performance.

Coloring Hydrangeas 

The color of the flowers of the shiny-

Obituaries 


The life on earth of William Walton Nason 
ended in Reading, Mass., Monday evening, 
September 7, after an illness of several 
weeks. 

He was the third son of the late Rev. 
Elias Nason, preacher, author and lecturer, 
and was born in Newburyport, Mass., Janu- 
ary 28th, 1848. 

His early days were spent in Natick, 
Medford, and Exeter, N. H., where his 
father had pastorates. After a short business 
experience in Chicago he decided to enter 
the ministry and studied in Andover Theo- 
logical Seminary with the class of 1878. 

For several years he preached in Gowanda, 
N. Y., Newfane, Vt., and in the Central and 
First Congregational Churches of Dracut, 
Mass., and then retired to Billerica where 
the remainder of his life was spent with the 
exception of a short residence in Media, 
Penn., and his last three years in Reading. 

From both parents he inherited strong 
literary tastes and he was gifted in the power 
of expressing his thoughts attractively in 
prose and in poetry. 

His love of music and of out-of-door life 
added greatly to his enjoyment, and_ his 
unselfish, kindly spirit, fidelity and high 
character won the warm esteem of his 
parishioners and fellow citizens. 

On January 4th, 1882, he married Kate 
Julia Hooker of Gowanda, N. Y., who sur- 
vives him with five children, viz——Gertrude 
Julia Nason of Boston, Walton Hooker Nas- 
on of Ardmore, Penn., Thomas Willoughby 
Nason of Boston, Mrs. Kathryn Nason 
Piston now in Paris, France, and Florence 
Emily Nason of Reading. He leaves also 
three grandchildren, one brother, Rev. 
Charles P. H. Nason D.D. of Philadelphia, 
and two sisters, Mrs. Emily Nason Gerrish of 
Exeter, N. H., and Mrs. Frederick A, Wilson 
of Andover, Mass. 

The funeral service was held in Reading,

Boston & Maine Petitions to Operate 
Bus Line 

Petitions by the Boston and Maine 
Transportation Company for the operation 
of a motor coach service between Lawrence, 
Andover, Tewksbury and Lowell, along the 
south bank of the Merrimac River, were filed 
with the City and“Town governments in 
each of these places yesterday. 

The petitions follow similar applications by 
the Eastern Massachusetts Street Railway 
Company, and by individual operators. 

In a statement calling attention to the 
fact that the Boston and Maine Railroad’s 
line between Lawrence. and Lowell, already 
seriously affected by the use of automobiles, 
would suffer further by such a duplication of 
facilities in other hands, jt was announced 
that the Boston and Maine Transportation 
Company stands ready to supply a motor 
coach service if the communities. feel that 
such added transportation is necessary. 

“The Boston and Main Railroad is inter- 
ested in continuing its transportation service 
between Lawrence and Lowell. In any 
consideration of changing or supplementing 
the present form of service, the Railroad 
submits that it is the logical agency to be 
authorized to supply any new. facilities. 
The proposed routes invade the territory 
south of the river where the Boston and 
Maine line has long been operated. 

“Accordingly, the Boston and Maine 
Transportation Company, as the automotive 
auxiliary of the Railroad, has filed with the 
Mayors and City Councils of Lowell and of 
Lawrence, and with the Selectmen of the 
towns of Andover and of Tewksbury, ‘peti- 
tions for the right to’ operate motor coaches 
in and between those places. 

“Tf these communities desire motor 
coach service, we feel the Boston and 
Maine Transportation Company is the 
organized medium which should be ap- 
proved.”

work, department by department, all the 
minor grievances and adjust them to your 
mutual satisfaction. 

In particular, we are ready to increase the 
rate for ordinary labor to forty-one cents 
per hour and to pay time and one-half t 


the Machine Shop for all work after 6.00 }) 


p.m. Weare also ready to adjust rates in any 
department where they are out of line with 
rates in other departments. 

It would be almost impossible to adjust 
all these matters before you return to work 
and in any case it would require at least two 
weeks. Meanwhile you would be idle with no 
pay coming in. We feel that you should 
trust to our sense of fairness to adjust these 
matters satisfactorily and any adjustments 
that are finally agreed on will be made 
to date back to the time you return to work. 

We will take back all of our former em- 
ployees without discrimination on account 
of strike activities, but will not discharge 
any person working for us at the time of 
the return of our employees to work.

The demands drawn up by the strike 
committee sept 4, 1925, are as follows: 

1. All workers want back the 10 per cent 
cut in wages. Ans.—This is taken care of in 
our general statement. 

2. Glazing—Day workers want time and a 
quarter for overtime — want pay for cleaning 
up and cutting of large knots. Night workers 
want one-half hour off with pay. Ans.— 
These items have been considered in in- 
creases made in the rates in this department. 

3. Dry twisting—Paid while waiting for 
work and cleaning. Night workers want 
more pay for separate machines. Ans.— 
Rates will be refigured and allowances 
made for cleaning — either in the price 
rates or paid straight hourly rate for neces- 
sary cleaning time. Adjustments will be 
made for operating machines in other than 
the regular way, so that average earnings can 
be maintained. 

4. Winding—Want fair distribution of 
work — better adjustment for piece workers. 
Ans.—Rates will be refigured, allowances 
made for changes, small lots, and samples, 
so that average earnings can be maintained. 

5. Dry Spinning—Want day pay for 
samples, also day pay while waiting for 
work or broken machines. Ans.—Adjust- 
ments will be made for samples and small 
lots, so that average earnings can be main- 
tained. Adjustments will also be made for 
broken machines and excessive waiting for 
work. 

6. Card room—Want pay while machines 
are standing or go home — readjustments in 
wages over 10 per cent.” Ans.—Rates for 
card feeders have been increased and adjust- 
ments will be made on piece workers for 
excessive waits for work, so that average 
earnings can be maintained. 

7. Balling room—Want pay for cleaning 
up. Ans.—Rates_ will be refigured, and 
cleaning time will be figured in the rates, or 
allowed for at day pay. = 

8. Press room—Want pay while waiting 
for work. Ans.—Will endeavor as far as 
possible to find work for operatives at day 
rates, while waiting for piece work. 


9. Shipping room—The discharge of Harry 
Dill and Arthur Marselle. Ans.—We are mak- 
ing no discrimination in taking back anyone 
who went out on strike, nor will we discrimin- 
ate against anyone who remained at work, or 
who came to work after the strike started. 

10. Shipping — pay for overtime. Ans.— 
All work in this department from starting 
time in the morning until 6 p.m., will be 
paid at regular day rates, any work after 
6 p.m. up to starting time in the morning 
will be paid six cents per hour extra. 

11. Batch house—Day’s pay for day’s 
work, Ans.—Present rates show earnings of 
approximately forty-five cents an hour in 
this department. Rates will be refigured, 
and the blowing of tow to the card room will 
be paid on day wage and the results of the 
week’s work will be handed to the men on 
Monday of the following week. The work 
will be figured up daily as far as possible. 

12. Hackling Machine Dept.—Ought to 
be paid for cutting laps which takes about 
three hours a week. Ans.—We are allowing 
at the present time three hours for cleaning 
time, and cutting all laps will be done during 
working hours at the discretion of the 
overseer, and paid for at forty-one cents an 
hour. 

13. Wet Spinning—Ought to be paid for 
waiting for beaken machine, or go home. 
Ans.—Adjustments will be made, so that 
operatives will not be penalized on their 
average earnings for broken machines. 

14. Damp Spinning—Want to be paid for 
changing roving — paid for samples — also 
paid for waiting while broken machinery is 
being fixed. Ans.—Changing roving is 
figured in piece rates “nd adjustments will 
be made for sample and small lots, also. for 
broken machinery, so that average earnings 
may be maintained until the machine is 
fixed. 

15. Flax preparing—Want pay for clean- 
ing —not to be responsible for broken 
fallers when the machines are dirty or while 
doffing on another frame. Ans.—Rates will 
be adjusted to allow time and pay for 
cleaning. We have never held anyone 
responsible for broken machinery where due 
care has been exercised. 

16. Bleach house—10 per cent readjust- 
ment in wages. Ans.—This is taken care of 
in our general statement. Dry rates in the 
Bleachery will be increased.

12 noon Saturday to starting time Monday 
morning, time and half will be paid. The 
request for 10 per cent is answered in our 
i} general statement. There will be no dis- 
|crimination against any worker for any 


strike activity. We have no grievance with 
any of our workers and they may return to 
their work without discrimination. 

Whether or not the strikers will reverse 
their decision and return to work on Mor day 
morning, per ding the promised adjustments, 
is a moot question.

SEES WITCHCRAFT 


AS OLD RELIGION 


Ancient Superstition. 


Science has a brand-new and very 


S primitive form the witch deity 
vas incarnate in a man or a woman 
or an animal. Later on this deity was 
elected from among the members of 
the cult. 

And did the believer in witchcraft 
at one time worship the devil, as some 
of our ancestors thought when they 
jailed and hanged supposed witches so 
relentlessly in the Massachusetts 
town of Salem? 

Miss Margaret A. Murray, an Eng- 
lish anthropologist, who has been 
studying the subject of witchcraft for 
many years, says there is no positive 
proof that they did so except what is 
to be found in the testimony of the 
cult’s bitter enemies. The mysterious 
rites of witchcraft were always cele- 
brated in the strictest secrecy, 

Miss Murray thinks that the adher- 
ents of this older religion at last may 
have been driven by the growing 
strength of Christianity to regard the 
devil as their god. In those days 
Christianity’s chief strength was 
among the upper classes and witch- 
craft’s among the lower. This fact 
intensified the hostility of the adher- 
ents of the two religions. 

Christianity was unalterably  op- 
posed to the barbarie rites of the 
witches and to their simple conception 
of the universe. AS a_ result the 
witches eventually may have been 
foreed to Include in their ritual of in- 
Itiation a specific denial of the entire 
Christian faith—God, the immortality 
of the soul and everything else the fol- 
lowers of Christ hold dear. 

Miss Murray suggests that possibly 
it was the Christians themselves who 
first fastened the idea of devil wor- 
ship upon the witches. The chief deity 
of the witch cult was first worshiped 
under a variety of names. Since the 
witches regarded this being as the su- 
preme ruler of the universe, it was 
only natural for the Christians to term 
him the devil, Lucifer, Beelzebub, the 
Foul Fiend, the Enemy of Salvation 
and the Evil One. 


Old Landmark Injured 


Scrabo tower, an ancient landmark 
at Neéwtownards, County Down, Ire- 
land, was recently struck by lightning 
during a severe storm. The bolt dug 
an extensive hole beside the tower 
walls. So violent was the crash that 
windows were smashed to fragments. 
Scrabo tower was erected in the year 
1857 in memory of Charles William 
Vane, third marquis of Londonderry, 
by his tenantry and friends. The 
monument stands on an eminence of 
540 feet and Is itself 185 feet high— 
about the same height as the Albert 
memorial in Belfast. The prominent 
position which it oceupies enables it to 
be seen from the heights around Bel- 
fast, and it can be viewed from the 
hills of Antrim and from the shores 
and fslands of Strangford to far away 
Portaferry, 


Daring French Thief 

Stealing a bronze dolphin from the 
fountain in broad daylight in. the 
Place de la Republique was a feat re- 
cently accomplished by a lone man in 
Paris. A policeman saw the man de- 
taching the dolphin and questioned his 
right to do so. The man replied that 
he was removing the dolphin for re- 
pairs. Eventually he departed with 
the dolphin in a handeart. The disap- 
pearance of the dolphin was comment- 
ed on by the newspapers, and a few 
days later a dealer in antiques called 
on the commissioner of police and in- 
formed him that he had bought a 
bronze dolphin corresponding to the 
missing one, This statement was con- 
firmed, and now the police are seeking 
the pretended workman, who ts said 
to be a well-known safe-breaker. 


Panama Canal Revenues 

The Panama canal has not as yet 
completely paid for itself. The cost of 
construction including payments to 
Panama and Franee, approximated 
$375,000,000. The total amount of tolls 
collected from 1915 to 1922 aggregated 
$75,000,000. Three years ago, for pur- 
poses of accounting, a part of the total 
cost of constructing the canal was 
written off to national defense. This 
left, June 30, 1924, a ‘balance of $235,- 
684,662 as the investment fn the canal 
proper and an additional sum of $4,- 
017,642.46 invested In equipment. In 
1924 the net income of the Panama 
canal was $16,807,948.50, and the net

Put the Dead Letter Office Out of 
Business 


There is something of sacredness about the 
contents of a letter. The writer often reveals 
more of himself on the written page than he 
would in direct conversation. This revela- 
tion of course, is designed only for the eyes of 
the correspondent. 

In this country a wholesome respect has 
been built up for the sanctity of a letter, but 
it is not so respetted in many other countries 
where the opening and reading of sealed 
mail becomes, at times, so prevalent that the 
practise has earned the appellation ‘cracking 
seals.” 

The average American would be filled with 
wrath and the timid soul would shrink with 
horror at the thought of a third person, and a 
stranger at that, reading his ‘personal corre- 
spondence.” 

Yet, that is exactly what happens to 
21,000,000 letters a year and will continue so 
long as letter writers fail to put return ad- 
dresses on their envelopes. 

When a letter, without a return address, 
can not be delivered for any reason, it is 
sent, after a certain time, to the Dead Letter 
Office. 

There it is opened and read — not for the 
possible scandal it may contain — but with 

a view to finding some clue which will 
enable forwarding on to the addressee or 
returning to the sender. 

Out of every five letters received at the 
Dead Letter Office such a clue is found in one ! 
and it is sent merrily on its delayed way to 
one or the other of the two persons most 
interested in its disposition. The other 
four are destroyed. ‘ 
., Every person knows his own address and 
if he would put it on the envelope, the con- 
tents would remain inviolate and the letter 
would be returned with notice of non-deliveny 

Not only that but the Dead Letter Office 
and all its attendant expense would go out of 
business because less than one letter in a 
hundred reaching that institution contains

Buying a Car 


When a man buys a car simply because it 
is speedy he is taking his first step toward 
the hospital, the undertaker’s or the police 
court, and while such would not be an un- 
forgivable error, if he alone were concerned, 
when we consider the safety that hundreds 
of thousands of other motorists and pedes- 
trians who use our highways are entitled to, 
it becomes a serious question whether, to 
induce the purchase of a car, a salesman uses 
sound judgment in stressing a cat knowing 
that speed is responsible for fully 50 per cent 
of all our motoring accidents. 

Many of our States have a speed limit at 
which autos may travel and be within the 
law, and before long all of them will have 
passed such laws, and if accidents and deaths 
continue, due to speed, the manufacturers 
will be called upon and required to produce 
cars to conform to the law’s requirements. 

Every effort is being made to cut down 
casualties by appealing to the good sense of 
motorists and attempting to educate the 
users of motor vehicles to the absolute neces- 
sity of care in driving, and by making laws 
and regulations not too drastic; but if the 
small per cent of reckless drivers and speed- 
sters cannot be eliminated in this way, all 
drivers will be made to suffer by more sting- 
ent methods. 

Perhaps some readers may be skeptical 
about speed being the chief cause of so many 
accidents, but if they scan the daily papers 
with care and with apaer and pencil in hand, 
check up those in which speed plays its deadly 
part, they will soon become convinced. And 
if they have opportunity to see the motoring 
statistics issued by several of our States, or 
the reports issued by the National Automo- 
bile Clanber of Commerce which are com- 
piled brom facts of auto zccidents investi- 
gated and reported by over 300 newspapers 
throughout We country, all doubt as to the 
correctness of the statement will vanish. 
And if more positive proof is required it is 
only necessary to fad the records of com- 
munities where speed has been kept down to 
a reasonable degree, and note the falling off 
of accidents and fatalities. In a number of 
cities in Caifornia, Michigan, Illinois, Penn- 
sylvania, New Jersey, and New York, and 
also in New England, it is constantly being 
shown, 

After all, why is it necessary to speed 
to go faster than safety at any given point 
demands? It is hard, at times, to under- 
stand the motives that prompt speeding. 
Supposing one is held up by traffic for five 
or ten minutes, is that a reasonable excuse 
for endangering the lives of other people? 
What if a tire does go flat, and 15 or 20 
minutes are required to make a change. The 
laws need not be broken because of it. 
Every motorist should realize the folly of 
taking a chance; a hundred times he may be 
successful, and then, smash! It’s all over in 
a second, and if he still lives he may possible 
wonder how it happened. But before all this 
takes place, remember  this:—Accidents 
don’t just happen—they are caused and 
taking chances by speeding causes one-half 
of them. 


Nickname for Americans 

“Brother Jonathan” was a once pop- 
ular nickname for the people of the 
United States. It was originally ap- 
plied in a humorous way by George 
Washington in the War of the Revolu- 
tloh to Jonathan Trumbull of Connecti- 
cut, and afterward became a popular 
designation’ of the American nation. 
When Washington went to Massachu 
setts to organize the Revolutionary 
army he found it sadly in need of am- 
munition. On one occasion during 
that critical period a council of offi- 
cers was held to remedy this state of 
affairs, but no means were devised 
to supply the deficiency, whereupon 
Washington exclaimed, “We must con- 
sult Brother Jonathan on, the subject,” 
referring to the governor of Connectl- 
cut. The term Grother Jonathan 
gained currency during the war and 
came in some way luter to be applied 
to the people as a whole.—Kansas 
City Star.
